With the whole, wide world having been drugged into a 
“twist” craze and Chubby Checker riding the number one 
spot on the national polls for four weeks in a row, the big 
question was “‘Who’ll unseat the “King of Twist’? 

It took a husky, 671”, two hundred pounder, Gene Chandler, 
with his “Duke of Ear]”, to deliver the knockout blow. 

Chandler is as short worded and dead-pan as Joe and de- 
jivered his lethal punch in his first round as a single, much 
as the “Brown Bomber” used to make short shrift of his ad- 
versaries. 

Yep, it took “The Duke of Earl” to unseat “The King of 
Twist” 

Like when a new kid moves into the first spot, I just feel 
Y have to make a change and quit my old buddy and sorta 
snuggle up to the new top man.

“Be the best there is in anything you do.” These words have 
guided the career of a very talented handsome youth by the 
name of Dick Caruso. We met Dick recently, along with Sol 
Handwerger of MGM Records, and were very much impressed 
by a young man who seems to be more level-headed and pur- 
poseful than any of the young singers we’ve interviewed for 
HIT PARADER thus far. He knows where he’s going. 

Dick was born and raised in Providence, Rhode Island, and 
is a cousin of the illustrious Enrico Caruso, which fact has 
actually made Dick more determined to meet the challenges 
of show-biz on his own, as it were. He is the first Caruso 
since the time of his noted relative to enter the entertainment 
field. Dick, naturally, doesn’t attempt to compare himself to 
his cousin, but you can see that he carries the same high 
standards of performance in his own field. He feels that he 
can’t be “second best.” 

An ardent pursuer of athletic activities as a boy, Dick to- 
day shows what this has done for him, since he is in peak 
physical condition. He was a Golden Glover as a boy, and 
he was an active participant of the school swimming team. 
But on to things musical. 

Dick Caruso has had quite extensive theatrical and musical 
training; an impressive amount for one so young. When his 
sister, Connie, took dancing lessons, she used to come home 
and show him the new steps she’d learned at each lesson. He 
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quickly learned them and was so interested that he enrolled 
for courses in modern, tap and acrobatic dancing. 

At the age of nine, Dick was to show his natural affinity 
toward music. The family bought a piano so his sister could 
take lessons. Soon Dick spent as much time playing it as she 
did, picking out popular tunes with one finger. He wound 
up playing clarinet instead of piano, however, and soon was 
playing very well indeed. He even held down the first clarinet 
chair in the Rhode Island All-State Symphony Orchestra. He 
was very well acquainted with classical music at this time. 
Dick also liked to play popular music, and so, while attending 
Mount Pleasant High School in Providence, he organized a 
dance band. He found himself answering requests for vocals, 
and soon began to enjoy singing. It got to the point where 
he was singing more than he was playing!! 

He was also known as an actor of some ability, and won 
The New England Thespian Award as the outstanding High 
School Actor. He then went to Emerson College, majoring 
in Theatre Arts.

He-e-ey Ma! Looka me twistin’. I’m twistin’. I’m twistin’. 
Looka me twistin’. 

But Ma isn’t lookin’ cause she’s twistin’ too. Everybody’s 
twistin’, even Ma at age seventy-five, and Chubby Checker 
aye, “It’s good for her. It’ll take the wrinkles out of her 

nes.” : 

If I had met Chubby Checker many years before he was 
even thought of, Martha Hurry wouldnt have taken the 
wrinkles out of Ma’s pocketbook when she sent me for danc- 
ing lessons. Wow! did we “go for the house”. Seemed as tho 
ab course would never end and I wound up dancing in a 

urry. 

It took “the Twister” just about ten minutes to untangle 


my left from my right, to give me the rhythm, to make each 
foot do what it would never do for Martha Hurry. Then what f 
Then Chubby Checker proclaimed me the official twister for 
Hollywood. 

I am no longer a social reject. I don’t worry about “taking 
the worry out of being close”. I use “ordinary soap” and have 
a school girl complexion. The complex I had, since I was tag- 
ged the “flower on the wall” in every Boston dance hall, ia 
gone. Today, I AM a twister. 

ND you, too, can be a twister. Just study the pictures on 
these pages and my explanation of how to learn to twist the 
way the “King of the Twist” originally created it. 

ou'll find many versions of Chubby Checker’s dance craze 
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but pay no attention to anyone but me. I had Chubby pose, 

with Bonnie Boyd of the “Twisterettes” dance team, show- 

ing the dance step by step. Lots of guys have taken a picture 

of Chubby from here and there and put together the maze of 

rhe pictures and proclaimed that theirs is the way to 
lo it. 

So many big name recording artists have gone ahead and 
recorded twist records and it has caused Chubby some con- 
cern. But like I explained to the kid, (I do have a way of find- 
ing the answer to everybody’s problems but my own) 
it’s great stuff to find every big name trying “to pull him- 
self up by Chubby’s bootstraps”. The imitation is never as 
good as the original and this is why Chubby only goes higher 
up as more copy cats come along. 

And it’s great the way Chubby’ll teach you to twist in so 
short a time. This is because he doesn’t believe in the old 
saw, “You’ve got to learn to walk before you run”. He re- 
minds us that “Babies are being taught to swim today, even 
before they can walk. You don’t need to learn the fundamen- 
tals of dancing to learn to twist. The idea of the twist came 
from people who don’t know how to dance. They just get up 
a practically do the twist without knowing what they’re 

oing.” 

So 5,326 characters and I crowded into the Hollywood Pal- 
ladium one night to see Chubby Checker as the featured at- 
traction with the Ray Anthony Band. I’ve got to mention that 
there were three dames doin’ the twist in one of the acts and 
they call themselves “The Twisteretters. And any day now, 
they’ll be offering me a contract to join their trio. I hate to 
say it, shy as I am, but here I was right on-stage, during 
Chubby’s act, doing the twist. I suspect Chub may even have 
been a bit envious of my dancing ability but he shouldn’t be 
mad cause he taught me how to do it, not how not to do it. 

The terrible part of the whole, tremendous show was that

* kids under eighteen were not allowed to see their twistin’ 
champ, Chubby Checker. You won’t believe it but we have 
a law that’s a dilly. You’ve got to be over eighteen to -go to 
a dance even if no liquor is sold there unless it’s strictly a 
teen-ager dance. Then if it is that, no one over nineteen can 
get in even if he twists his head off. If you’re seventeen and 
your friend is twenty, you can’t twist together in any dance 
hall.
